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The Stature of Assault, Literal and Figurative 


Saratoca Sprines, N. Y. 

Assault left Saratoga Tuesday for Chi- 
cago and his race with Armed over 114 
miles at Washington Park August 30. It 
will be his first encounter with the brown 
Calumet Farm gelding, and will be one of 
the most absorbing contests of the year. 

Though some horsemen would not con- 
sider a single race to be a sufficient basis 
for conclusively judging the comparative 
merits of the two handicap stars, they 
will be deeply interested in the Washing- 
ton Park special, to be raced for a purse 
of $100,000, winner take all. 

Assault undoubtedly is a colt of great 
class, but some of his winning races have 
been unimpressive as to time. Armed, 
on the other hand, is a seasoned cam- 
paigner which has set track records at 
a mile. 1 4; miles, 144 miles, and 114 
miles. He will be quite at home at Wash- 
ington Park—Last year he set a track 
record there of 1:35 for the mile, under 
130 pounds, and he has shown many times 
that he can carry on at a comparable pace 
for two furlongs farther. 

Both horses will have their followings. 
Armed may be expected to have more 
supporters because some of his most bril- 
liant victories have been won at Chicago 
tracks, whereas Assault, in his only pre- 
vious appearance at Chicago, was defeat- 
ed in last year’s Arlington Classic. Yet 
the esteem with which Max Hirsch, train- 
er of Assault, and Ben and Jimmy Jones, 
of the Armed camp, are regarded by race- 
goers in general, may tend the spectators 
toward viewing the race as neutrals at a 
great sporting event between worthy 
rivals. 

The owners of the horses—Warren 
Wright of Calumet Farm, and Robert J. 
Kleberg of the King Ranch—also are 
noted for their devotion to racing as a 
sport, and this further may tend toward 
developing a strictly §may-the-best-horse- 
win attitude among the crowd. 


Stymie at Two Miles? 


Robert Kleberg, though, thinks his colt 
will win if he is at his peak. “In my 
opinion, in his extreme top form he had 
more class than armed. Whether he will 
be at this best at Chicago remains to be 
seen. I thought his tremendous effort in 
the Butler Handicap, when he had to over- 
come Stymie and Gallorette in the stretch, 
took a lot out of him. For the Gold Cup, 
a week later, I thought he was about a 
hundred pounds below his best racing con- 
dition. “I’m not sure that he is back in 
condition yet, but Max Hirsch thinks he’ll 
be all right.” 

“He'll be all right,” Max thought. “He 
worked a mile in 1:3934 Friday.”

“From the standpoint of time,” Mr. 
Kleberg observed, referring obliquely to 
Armed’s impressive row of track records, 
“T don’t think Assault will be at a dis- 
advantage. He hasn’t set any records, but 
it doesn’t seem to make any difference to 
him how fast another horse may be run- 
ning. He’s got speed, and he’s got the 
determination that carries him past any- 
thing he hooks up with. 

“If he beats Armed, that will show me 
that he’s back at his peak form again, and 
then I'd like to run him against Stymie. 
At two miles—and for a side bet.” 

“At two miles,” chimed in Max Hirsch, 
“or at three furlongs. It won’t make any 
difference.” 


The Measurements 


On the Sunday before Assault left for 
Chicago, Dr. J. G. Catlett, examining 
veterinarian for the Saratoga Association, 
showed up at the King Ranch barn to 
measure the Texas colt. His tape showed:

Hirsch estimated that the colt weighed 
about 970 pounds: Dr. Catlett and Mr. 
Kleberg put it at about 1,050. 


Stymie Will Be Available 


A hundred yards or so from Assault’s 
barn lives Stymie. Though he is a cur- 
rent rags-to-riches hero of the sentimen- 
talists, he never has lived in lesser board- 
ing houses than those run by Hirsch 
Jacobs and the King Ranch, he has never 
intended to be anything but a good horse. 
He has never earned less than $15,000 a 
year, and he has arrived at pre-eminence 
through perseverance, hard work, sound 
living, determination, and the ability to 
hurry after a dollar with a bit more agility 
than his contemporaries in a highly com- 
petitive business where in haste makes 
wealth. 

His trainer, Hirsch Jacobs, possesses 
these same attributes to a marked degree, 
and presumably might have been highly 
interested in a race such as the Washing- 
ton Park special, which rewards the win- 
ner with $100,000, less taxes. But quite 
to the contrary, Mr. Jacobs professes no 
great sense of injury at not having been 
invited to Chicago for the afternoon of Au- 
gust 30. Accompanied by his horse, of 
course. 

“T think it will be a great race,” he 
declares, “and that man Lindheimer ought 
to be commended for arranging it. But 
I don’t think I would have shipped Stymie 
to Chicago for it. He doesn’t ship well, 
in the first place, and the distance wouldn’t 
suit him. At something like a mile and a 
half or over, I might consider it, but I’m 
not sure about that, even. There are 
plenty of races on the New York card

It Could Be That Phalanx 
Just Doesn't Like It Muddy 


SaraToca Sprines, N. Y. 

Impressions here last week that Brook- 
meade’s Inheritance and Circle M’s Relic 
were about the best 2-year-olds which 
were unveiled at Saratoga were supported 
during the second week of the meeting 
with an accuracy to which this depart- 
ment is wholly unused. 

Relic won his second start, on August 
11, in fine style, and if he could not beat 
the experienced Better Self in the Sara- 
toga Special, he ran a very good race 
nevertheless. He had the speed of the 
field, and with a little more seasoning he 
may do better. He finished well ahead of 
Star Bout, and the Greentree colt must be 
rated about even with My Request. 

The upshot of this is that Better Self 
is the best 2-year-old currently in the East 
and that maybe Relic is next. 

Inheritance also ran an excellent race 
into second place in the Spinaway Stakes. 
a length behind Mrs. Lawdy Lawrence’s 
Bellesoeur. The Brookmeade filly lost a 
little ground entering the stretch, though 
hardly enough to make a real excuse. The 
more important point was thatgg was only 
her second start and her first against 
stakes competition. Back of her were 
such as Spats and Dusty Legs. The lat- 
ter had left the maiden class on Tuesday 
with a rushing finish, but she could not 
seem to muster much in the Spinaway. 


Gap in the Phalanx 


Chances are that Phalanx will never be 
sent out again on a muddy track. Donoso 
said after the Travers that the horse had 
sprawled in the going, and with this added 
to the Kentucky Derby, it seems to mean 
that Phalanx can’t mud well enough to be 
fairly pitted against horses that can. 

However, Young Peter ran the race 
Phalanx was supposed to. I kept wonder- 
ing if I'd mixed the colors, for there was 
the Peanuts colt plodding along where 
I'd thought Phalanx would be, and there 
was Phalanx up forcing the pace. 

In the stretch it was very close—three 
or four inches, maybe—and of course 
Phalanx’s four-pound weight disadvantage 
was enough to account for the defeat. 
Still, when you put the result against the 
Belmont, in which Phalanx beat Young 
Peter about nine lengths, you have to give 
the mud an assist. 

Phalanx has been going a little sore 
here, partly because he’s been pretty busy, 
and partly because the track has been 
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very hard. But as Trainer Sylvester 
Veitch remarked before the Travers, “He’s 
a little sore, but when you’ve come this 
far you’ve got to go ahead.” 

If he stays all right, Phalanx may stick 
around for the Saratoga Cup on August 
30. With Stymie declared out, and As- 
sault scheduled to go to Chicago for the 
Special on the same date, the Cup won’t 
take too much winning. *Rico Monte and 
*Talon are in it, as well as Natchez and 
Gallorette, and if all these go Phalanx 
will have his work cut out. All the same, 
removal of the two which would almost 
certainly have been favorite and second 
choice gives him a much better chance. 


Huddle over Hurdles 


The National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association got itself in a mild tizzy last 
week, apparently as a result of fudging 
slightly on its own rules. A horse named 
Reno Sam, owned by Mrs. Michael Walsh, 
was put in a hurdle race August 12, and 
according to the program it was trained 
by Miss Judy Johnson. Well, it had been 
at Delaware Park, but Miss Johnson had 
sent it back to the owner after Delaware 
closed, and it had raced under the care of 
Gilbert Cameron. 

When Reno Sam was sent to Saratoga, 
Miss Johnson had expected it would come 
to her, but it didn’t, and before the race 
August 12 she went to Jackie Cooper, the 
steeplechasing secretary, and told him 
that she had nothing at all to do with the 
horse, and that if it came back loaded, or 
didn’t come back at all, she didn’t want 
to be notified even by ordinary mail. 
There was talk of a clerical error, which 
in some professions takes the place of the 
typographical error in my own, and may 
be translated, “somebody else did it.” 

Anyway, Reno Sam, saddled by Mr. 
Cameron, ran and won, something of a 
surprise at $24.20. Mr. Cameron had ap- 
plied for a license, but he didn’t actually 
have one, so the horse was not in the 
hands of a licensed trainer, as the rules 
specify. 

So the trainer of the second horse, 
which was Mrs. F. C. Rompel’s Deimos, 
has claimed that Reno Sam should be 
disqualified and the purse awarded to the 
second horse. The stewards have nothing 
much to do with this, since it had nothing 
to do with the running of the race, so it’s 
now in the somewhat patient lap of the

A Cheer for New York 


At this point Mr. Jacobs left off talking 
about Stymie, a topic he discusses with 
authority, and began talking about purses 
in New York vs. purses elsewhere in the 
country, a topic he discusses with con- 
siderable fervor. 


“These newspapers,” he said, “always 
talking about how modern the tracks are 
in New Jersey, or how fast they are in 
California, or how much money they are 
giving away at this place or that place. 
Well, how about a little publicity on the 
purses they give in New York? Compare 
the purses and the mutuel play in New 
York with the purses and mutuel play in 
any other state. 

“Pinky Grimes came over here the other 
day and asked me if I had heard about the 
$750,000 stakes program at Santa Anita. 
Fine. But how long does Santa Anita 
run compared to one of the New York 
tracks, and how does its take-out compare 
with New York’s? 

“The trouble is the New York tracks 
aren’t always calling attention to them- 
selves. It’s about time the newspapers 
told people about New York purses, in- 
stead of calling so much attention to what 
the other tracks are doing.” 

This declaration issued, the little red- 
haired trainer calmed down and _ began 
talking about Stymie again. 

“Yes, I had thought of breeding him to 
a few mares this spring, but then I heard 
about that $100,000 Gold Cup race at 
Empire, so I called Jack Skinner—Sty- 
mie was wintering at his farm in Virginia 
—and told him never mind, we wouldn’t 
breed him this spring.” 

Then, as pleased and guileless as a man 
who had unexpectedly got his nickel back 
after completing a call over a pay tele- 
phone, Mr. Jacobs delivered a colossal 
understatement: “And the funny part is 
that we won the race.” 


The choice seems to be either to take 
the purse from Reno Sam for an evasion 
to which the N. S. H. A. was at least a 
passive part, or to set a precedent by 
which a man can apply for a license and 
race while it is being acted upon. The 
latter course would be just wonderful. for 
it would enable an unscrupulous owner to 
put up a new fall guy every time he 
wanted to try any chemical experiments. 
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STAKES AND HORSES, 


There Was Reigh Count Last, 
Jim Dandy First, and Phalanx 


Like the Travers of 1928, in which 
Reigh Count finished last in a field of four, 
and like that of 1930, in which Jim Dandy 
came from behind to outrun two exhausted 
contenders for a championship, the Trav- 
ers of 1947 left people talking to them- 
selves. 

The track was sloppy. It was a three- 
horse field, including an outstanding colt. 
Phalanx, leader among the year’s. 3-year- 
olds, was odds-on favorite—55 cents to 
the dollar. The stage was set for the old 
jinx to rear its puzzling head again. 


The departure from expectation began 
early. From the start in front of the 
grandstand space Colonel O’F moved off 
to take the lead, but instead of Young 
Peter it was Phalanx which hung close to 
the pacemaker’s heels during the first 
mile. The little Peanuts colt, a mere 
smidgin of a horse, was back where Pha- 
lanx was supposed to be, some ten or a 
dozen lengths farther back. 

The pace was quite slow, the first three- 
quarters in :2515, :5115, 1:16, the mile 
in 1:4115. At this rate Tommy May, on 
Young Peter, would have needed to be 
something less than a stake horse to avoid 
making up ground as they moved toward 
the end of the backstretch. But with a 


mile behind him he was still nearly seven 
lengths off the pace. 


He moved up on the last turn, as Pha- 
lanx was about to ask Colonel O’F to 
stand aside and let a stayer take over. In 
the stretch May started to take Young 
Peter between the two horses, but the gap 
closed, and he pulled to the inside, the 
hesitation costing a trifle of ground. 
Donoso appeared to remain unaware that 
Young Peter was still in the race, and 
when he had thoroughly accounted for 
Colonel O’F, after passing the eighth- 
pole, he relaxed ever so little. 


Then, all of a sudden he found himself 
in.a horse race. Young Peter had been 
two lengths behind as the leaders went by 
the eighth-pole on nearly even terms, but 
he was on the inside, and Donoso’s atten- 
tion was turned toward Colonel O’F, on 
the outside. When Young Peter ranged 
alongside Donoso drove Phalanx hard. 
But, like ‘his military namesake, Phalanx 
does not respond readily to sudden in- 
structions to charge. The photograph of 
the finish showed him beaten a_ nose. 
Colonel O’F was two and a half lengths 
back. (Summary, page 595.) 

Phalanx, no big horse himself, had 
come up against a still smaller one and, 


playing an unfamiliar role of Goliath, had 
got it square between the eyes. 

Running against one of the best staying 
3-year-olds of recent years, Young Peter 
had gained nine lengths in the next to last 
quarter, and six or seven more in the last 
quarter. This was more than a_four- 
pound weight advantage and a_ sloppy 
track could easily explain. 

Everybody would have his own explana- 
tion. (In the case of Reigh Count’s de- 
feat in 1928 John Hertz thought maybe it 
was because the colt’s tail was braided 
too tightly.) George Odom, trainer of 
Young Peter, had one which sounded as 
good as anybody’s. 

“The muddy track and the small field,” 
he said, “worked against Phalanx. He 
didn’t like the track especially well, and 
he runs better when he’s with horses. 

“May took our colt off the pace im- 
mediately and Donoso had to send Pha- 
lanx up with Colonel O’F or Phalanx 
would have pulled himself up, as he will - 
do when he is running alone. 

“After the race Donoso told the out- 
rider that he thought Young Peter had 
broken down early in the race. He 
watched him for the first mile, and then 
disregarded him, thinking he was out of it. 

“We knew our colt had one good run 
in him, and we counted on making it when 
Phalanx was loafing along. We figured 
on passing him and stealing the lead be- 
fore he could get going again. That’s the 
way it worked. But Phalanx started run- 
ning again after Young Peter passed him, 
and almos€ won the race. 

“Phalanx is the better horse. 
just lucky to beat him.” 

Smart, too.

When Miss Kimo was a yearling at 
the Hermitage Farm of Lt. Warner L. 
Jones, Jr., not far from Louisville, Ky., 
she was a bit less handsome than the 
others in the second crop of foals by her 
sire, which stood at the farm. But she 
was strong and well made, and at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales she went to 
William Helis for $4,700, which was about 
in line with the other prices for yearlings 
by Hash. 

Beauty being only skin deep, Miss 
Kimo has looked better and better ever 
since. She looked very handsome indeed 
passing the eighth-pole in the Misty Isle 
Stakes in 1:09 flat, a fifth faster than the 
world’s six-furlong record for a compar- 
able course, and three lengths ahead of Be 
Faithful, which she was giving two years 
and five pounds. 

She slowed down a bit in the last fur- 
long, but even so finished out the seven 
furlongs in 1:22%, which was a new track 
record, supplanting that made three years 
ago by Twilight Tear under one pound 


less than Miss Kimo carried. The Ameri- 
can record is 1:22. 

Ovie Sherlock had kept the winner in 
front all the way after taking the lead in 
the first furlong. Be Faithful was still 
within a length and a half of her after 
five-eighths, but, despite her game effort 
in the stretch, yielded ground and was 
beaten out of second place by Brownian, 
which finished within a length of the 
leader and two lengths ahead of the third. 

Honeymoon, the favorite, was slow in 
the early stages, but at the end met others 
coming back to her and finished fourth. 
By the scale of weights Miss Kimo was 
conceding her five pounds. 

There was, for the moment, no question 
as to which was the best filly or mare in 
the Mid-west, three years old or over, at 
the shorter distances. 

Victory in the Misty Isle gave Miss Kimo 
a two-season record of 17 starts, 10 wins, 
four seconds, $137,265 earned. Family 
particulars were given in THE BLoop- 
Horse of July 26, page 388.

It’s All Right 
At Del Mar

Det Mar 


With just a litthe more than 48 hours 
between meetings, California’s racing 
wheel turned from Hollywood Park to 
Del Mar, which opened August 5 for a 
41-day spin. The course, well plugged in 
song and story as “where the turf meets 
the surf,” was spanking ready. But a lot 
of the horses weren't. 

Racing Secretary Herman Sharpe, an 
assistant to Webb Everett at Santa Anita 
and John Maluvius at Hollywood Park, 
struggled by opening day. Then the roof 
fell in. Horsemen avoided the entry box 
likt a plague. No one could put his 
finger on the reason for the famine. There 
were plenty of horses. The “book” offer- 
ed opportunities galore. 

It was probably a combination of cir- 
cumstances. First of all, Del Mar was 
caught in the pincers of a labor beef just 
six days before the opening. The grooms, 
carrying the sanction of the powerful 
Teamster’s union, pressed demands for a 
$250 monthly minimum and a closed shop. 
The horsemen just weren’s having any. 
So the grooms’ union secretary, George 
Coutant, in a strategic move, pulled union 
van drivers off the job. Vanning service 
to Del Mar, 100 miles south of Hollywood 
Park, was choked off at the source. The 
drivers sat it out for two days. Mean- 
while, grooms were getting paid and the 
drivers were losing $25 and more a day. 
The ban was lifted four days before Del 
Mar was scheduled to open. An around- 
the-clock hegira to the San Diego County 
course, reminiscent of the rush for the 
Cherokee strip, got underway. 

Unquestionably, this delay in getting to 
the “next town” interrupted training 
schedules. Horses didn’t have a chance 
even to try out the Del Mar racing strip. 

One horseman thought he had the 
answer for the paucity of entries. 

“The condition book here is scaled much 
much lower than Hollywood.” “Cheaper 
horses rarely had a chance to run the last 
couple of months. They just aren’t ready.” 

Whatever the cause, Sharpe didn’t let 
it concern him too much. He went right 
ahead, took five and six-horse fields, and 
let the races go. 

The famine was short-lived. By the 
second week, Sharpe was having also- 
eligibles and throw-outs in most of the 
races. 
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Another test will come in September. 
Del Mar runs on a six-days-a-week sched- 
ule until September 20. Golden Gate 
Fields, across the bay from San Fran- 
cisco, is set to open September 9. That 
means a conflict for two weeks. Undoubt- 
edly, the competition for horses will be 
spirited. Del Mar has most of its stakes 
ammunition set for September, six of the 
added money features being carded the 
last three weeks of the meeting. 


Excuse for High Resolve 


First stakes of the summer session, the 
second running of the $7,500 added Bing 
Crosby Handicap, went to Cuadra Coa- 
huila’s Be Fearless, a 5-year-old son of 
Burgoo King bred at Idle Hour by the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley. Be Fearless, the 
second choice and second high weight at 
121 pounds, had to run down the Cali- 
fornia-bred Barbastel. But he got up in 
the last strides to win by a neck under 
Lester Balaski’s handling. The time for 
the six furlongs was 1:10+5—four-fifths 
slower than the track mark. 


Only six horses went postward, the 
favorite being E. O. Stice and Sons’ High 
Resolve, track record holder. High Re- 
solve trailed throughout. He has _ his 
excuses, though. Coming out of the gate, 
the son of Zacaweista bumped his head 
against the side. It left a nasty gash and 
he bled profusely. “I guess he must have 
been knocked dizzy,” Trainer Willie Mol- 
ter observed. Rider Johnny Longden con- 
curred. 


Triskelion and Cover Up 


Three-year-olds get their first stakes 
Saturday (August 23). The occasion is 
the $7.500 added La Jolla Handicap, one 
mile, for California-breds. 

Triskelion, a gleaming chestnut son of 
Heelfly—Torca, bred and raced by George 
W. Stratton, Santa Monica aviation execu- 
tive, is the probable choice. The colt 
looked a champion in the making in ac- 
counting for the $5,000 Inaugural, an over- 
night handicap, the first day. He led 
from gate to wire in a powerful perform- 
ance, running the three-quarters in 1:1085 
—even faster than the aged Be Fearless 
ran in taking the Bing Crosby. 

It could be that Triskelion will really 
find himself at Del Mar. His looks and 
way of going are strongly reminiscent of 
Yankee Valor, the ill-fated Heelfly colt 
which succumbed to colic on the eve of 
the Hollywood Gold Cup and just after he 
scored impressively in the Hollywood 
Derby. 

Triskelion is a development of Lemuel 
Trowbridge Whitehill, grizzled veteran of 
Western racing who has been around more 
years than he cares to admit. The colt 
was here last year under the care of Mose 
Helm, a young conditioner who learned 
his riding and training pointers from 


Whitehill. Last December, Helm relin- 
quished the Stratton stable to his old 
teacher, taking over the W. W. Crenshaw 
stable for the Santa Anita meeting. 

“Whitey” had his troubles with Tris. 
kelion. The colt always had speed. But 
to say he was faint-hearted would be a 
gross understatement. In his last three 
appearances under silks, Triskelion has 
shown no indications of throwing in the 
sponge. Before winning Del Mar’s Inau- 
gural, the Heelfly youngster bounced seven 
furlongs at Hollywood in 1:22%5, which 
is hardly shuffling time. He has not yet 
been able to trim top class colts. But the 
speed is still there and he’s improving. 
At least “Whitey” thinks he’s got the 
makings. 

Last season, Cover Up first drew atten- 
tion here, getting his initial stakes placing 
behind Terry Bargello in the $10,000 Quig- 
ley Memorial, this seaside oval’s 3-year- 
championship. Cover Up has been in 
light training here, but by August 16 
Owner Zack T. Addington and Trainer 
Ross Brinson had decided on flying him 
to Chicago to fill his engagement in the 
Washington Park Handicap on Labor Day, 
September 1. Brinson worked him seven 
furlongs in 1:3125 Saturday morning, set 
about trying to get him aboard plane by 
Monday or Tuesday morning. 


STAKES TO COME 

Nominations for 10 of the 12 stakes to 
be run at the Laurel Race Course meeting 
of October 1-29 will be closed Monday, 
September 1 (Labor Day). Richest of the 
ten is the $25,000-added Washington Hand- 
icap, 144 miles, to be run October 18. The 
Maryland Futurity, to be run October 8, 
closed September 15, 1945; the Selima 
Stakes, set for October 25, closed May 15, 
1946. 

Santa Anita Park’s stakes condition book 
for the 1947-48 season has been issued. 
All stakes have added values of $50,000 
or $100,000. The three $100,000 races 
closes December 1—the Santa Anita Derby 
and Handicap and the new Santa Anita 
Maturity Stakes. But supplementarary 
entries at $5,000 may be made for the 
Derby and Maturity. 


DJEBEL BEATS IMPRUDENCE 

Marcel Boussac’s Djelal won by a head 
over Imprudence in the straight-mile Prix 
Jacques le Marois at Deauville Sunday, 
August 10. Among the eight runners, 
Oleiri was third, and last year’s leading 
2-year-old Clarion was fourth. 

Imprudence had won the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks in England and the 
One Thousand equivalent in France. Dje- 
lal, which was to have been Mr. Boussac’s 
representative in the Empire Gold Cup at 
Belmont Park last month, is a 3-year-old 
colt by Djebel (by Tourbillon) out of 
Melusine, by *Mahmoud out of La Mo- 
queuse, by *Teddy. 
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Fasig-Tipton Stock Sold 
By La Boyteaux Estate 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 

Frank J. Heller, who, with the late 
Kenneth N. Gilpin and the late William 
H. La Boyteaux, last year bought the 
Fasig-Tipton Company from Mrs. Kather- 
ine Tranter, this week announced that he 
had bought the stock owned by the La 
Boyteaux estate. 

Originally Mr. Heller owned 10 per 
cent of the stock. The acquisition of the 
40 per cent owned by the La Boyteaux 
estate now gives him 50 per cent interest. 
However. he said that he would méet with 
the Gilpin family in the near future and 
arrange for the transfer of a portion of his 
stock to them so they would be in control 
of the company.

Pavot Is Retired 
At Faraway 


In the Metropolitan Handicap won by 
Stymie at the Belmont Park spring meet- 
ing, Walter M. Jeffords’ 4-year-old Pavot 
suffered a light injury. He was not lame, 
but was left with a slight filling inside an 
ankle. Trainer Oscar White thought at 
first that the son of Case Ace would be 
able to race again in the fall, but Mr. 
Jeffords went on with plans to retire the 
horse to the stud for the 1948 season. 

Recently the plans for racing Pavot 
again were abandoned, and on August 15 
Pavot arrived in Lexington. He was taken 
to Mr. Jeffords’ portion of Faraway Farm. 
The filling on his ankle was too small to 
be visible, Manager Harrie B. Scott re- - 
ported. 

As has become the custom with first- 
class horses, Pavot had a full book before 
his retirement was announced. His fee 
will be $1,500, with return privilege. 

He will be bred to approximately 20 
outside mares and five of the Jefford 
mares. 

Pavot, foaled at Faraway Farm in 1942, 
was bred by Mr. Jeffords and is a brown 
horse by Case Ace (by *Teddy out of the 
good mare Sweetheart) out of the young 
Man o’ War mare Coquelicot, whose first 
foal he was. He went through his first 
season unbeaten in eight starts, his im- 
pressive row of stakes wins concluded 
with the Hopeful and the Futurity. 

From a champion at two he descended 
to a more doubtful status at three, but re- 
mained a high-class horse. His one vic- 
tory of the year was in the 114-mile Bel- 
mont Stakes. He was definitely among the 
tops as a 4-year-old in 1946, his four stakes 
wins including the Massachusetts Hand- 
icap and the two-mile Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. In the Gold Cup he defeated Stymie 
by five lengths. In all, Pavot earned 
$373,365. 

Mr. Jeffords has entered the good hand- 
icap performer Trymenow in the Keene- 
land Fall Sales. The 5-year-old son of 
Menow—Rambler Rose, by Man o’ War, is 
at Faraway Farm.

A Strong Market at Saratoga, 


But Average Drops Aug. 19 


A decline in prices was generally ex- 
pected in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
yearling sales at Saratoga Springs. The 
Keeneland market, whose quality holds 
fairly constant because its numbers are 
limited and culls are thrown out. had drop- 
ped 31 per cent below its 1946 average. 
The Saratoga catalogue. readjusting from 
wartime dislocations. was gaining in qual- 
ity. Thus the decline predictable from 
the state of the market in Kentucky pre- 
sumably would be tempered at Saratoga 
by an improvement in the stock offered. 

This was the pre-sale reasoning. But 
it would have been difficult to predict 
what happened during the first week of 
the yearling auctions at Saratoga. The 
197 yearlings sold during the first four 
sessions averaged $6,809, or 2 per cent 
more than the $6.776 average for the full 
sale in 1946. 

The sale of Friday evening reached a 
record (for Saratoga) average of $11,496, 
and was 5 per cent higher than the best 
session of last year’s auctions. 

There were buyers at Saratoga who had 
not been at Keeneland, and these made 
a part of the difference tentatively assum- 
ing there was a difference. But there had 
been buyers at Keeneland who were not 
at Saratoga, as. for instance. Mrs. Ada L. 
Rice. who had Olin Gentry fine-tooth 
combing the consignments, and the Jaclyn 
Stable, and Thomas B. Cromwell, who re- 
presented Mrs. John Payson Adams at 
Lexington but was comparatively quiet 
at Saratoga. 

But the larger part of the difference ap- 
peared to be in an improved quality of 
new consignors coming into the sale. If 
consideration were given only to consign- 
ors represented both in 1946 and 1947, 
the averages showed a decline of about 20 
per cent from last year ($9,157 on 138 
head in 1946, $7,281 on the 137 head sold 
in the first four sessions this year). 

The second week of selling began Tues- 
day night, and the totals were revised 
downward: 49 head for $183,900, average 
$3.753. 

As compared with the average for the 
full series this year this represented a de- 
cline of 30 per cent. 

The last two sessions of yearling sales 
were to be Wednesday and Thursday of 
this week. Friday night was set aside for 
a dispersal of the stock owned by the 
estates of William H. La Boyteaux and 
Wayne Johnson. 
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The summary of the Tuesday sale ar- 
rived just in time for this issue of THE 
BLoop-Horse. 


Notes of the Sales 


To avoid possible difficulties with identi- 
fication when the Saratoga yearlings reach 
the races next year, markings recorded on 
the Jockey Club registration certificates 
are being checked against the animals be- 
fore they are sold. Of the first 50 ex- 
amined, 15 were found to need amended 
certificates because certain markings had 
not been recorded. In these cases the sales 
company has a photograph made by the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
and an amended certificate is applied for. 
The charges are $5 for the photo and $2 
for the new certificate. The TRPB also 
is cooperating in the lip-tattooing of year- 
lings sold here. 


Judge Garrett Claypool, who has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds at Chillicothe, 
Ohio, is attending the sales. As soon as 
the facilities are made ready, he will move 
his broodmares to his new farm at Lex- 
ington and will devote his farm in Ohio 
to the production of cattle. 


Trainer Warren G. Douglas, who bought 
yearlings at Keeneland for William Veene- 
man, reports the sale of the race horses 
Tiger Tom and Sir Flint to Jake Fried- 
man. The horses have been moved _ to 
Rockingham Park. 


Natchez has been taken out of training 
and will not be raced any more this year. 
Cuts received on his hind fetlocks during 
the running of the Empire Gold Cup over 
a muddy track became infected. and 
though they are responding to treatment. 
it was decided by his owner, Walter M. 


Jeffords. to retire him for the remainder 
of the vear. 

The yearlings sold by Henry Lustig’s 
Longehamps Farm were prepared for the 
sale by Thomas Carr Piatt, of Lexington, 
The Reaping Reward—Donitam colt which 
topped the first night's sale at $26,000 was 
led out of his stall for inspection before 
the sale about as often as any yearling on 
the grounds. 

Auctioneer Doc Bond, who teams with 
George Swinebroad on the two-a-day ses- 
sions at Keeneland, but not at Saratoga, 
dropped in at Saratoga on his way to Lake 
George, where he is going fishing. 


A quick turnover is necessary on the 
stalls at the Fasig-Tipton grounds. this 
year. Quarters on Nelson Avenue that 
formerly were rented during the sales 
have been taken over this year by harness 
horses from Saratoga Raceway. The Fas- 
ig-Tipton overflow is being stabled at 
the old Speedway grounds, beyond the 
Saratoga track. 

Uniformed ushers from the Saratoga 
track are being used to carry the purchase 
certificates to buyers. 


Mrs. Helen Sagner. of Baltimore, pur- 
chaser of three yearlings the first night, 
owns the stakes-winning 2-year-old Saggy. 


Bidding on this colt opened at $1,000, 
went up by thousands to $20,000, climbed 
slowly to $25.500, went to Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable on 
her $500 nod. The colt is a deep-bodied, 
smart-looking bay with good feet and legs 
and the impression of durability. 

Leo Gerngross, who was not a purchaser 
at the recent Keeneland sales, was repre- 
sented in the Saratoga bidding by trainer 
W. A. Hicks. Mr. Gerngross was not at 
Saratoga. 


The bay filly by Good Goods—The 
Damsel. by Flag Pole, consigned by the 
Brookmeade Stable for the first session. 
developed a tempature on the day of the 
sales and was withdrawn. She will be of- 
fered for sale privately upon her recovery. 

R. L. (Peg) Hannah, who bought sev- 
eral yearlings at the opening session, for- 
merly trained Rodney, which stands at

Liveliest night of the sales, so far as 
high bidding was concerned was Friday, 
when the average for 50 head was $11,- 
496. The 18 head consigned by Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm averaged $16,- 
560, and the nine sold by the estate of 
Kenneth N. Gilpin, late president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company averaged $11,955. 

At this session yearlings sold for $44,- 
000, $38.500, $41,000, and $35.000.  Fri- 
day night was the first cool night of the 
sales, and though the seats filled slowly, 
as was the case all week. it was evident 
from the outset that the ringsiders were 
in a bidding mood. 

First yearling led into the ring, a Roman 
colt from the Kentmere (Gilpin) consign- 
ment. went to Mrs. S. C. Clark, Jr., for 
$10.000. The sixth yearling was the filly 
by War Admiral—* Betsy Ross 2nd. which 
horsemen had been admiring all week. 

Bidding for her opened at $5,000, jump- 
ed by $5,000 increases to $25.000. Then 
it slowed up. but moved by $1.000 and 
$2.000 to $44,000. at which figure she went 
to Harry M. Warner (W-L Ranch). 

Mr. Warner was accompanied to Sara- 
toga by Ray Bell. but most of the year- 
lings he bought were his personal selec- 
tions. He had made some purchases be- 
fore buying the War Admiral colt. and 
had gone to $14.600 on the *Alibhai— 
*Gamine filly from Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller's consignment of Tuesday night. 
which went to the Mill River Stable for 
$15.000. 

Friday night’s crowd had got a look at 
a very handsome yearling when the $44.- 
000 War Admiral filly was led into the 
ring. but the most audible approval was 
expressed when the gray *Mahmoud— 
Theia colt from Henry Knight’s Alma- 
hurst consignment walked on to the green 
carpet. It was several moments before the 
spectators stopped exclaiming at his strik- 
ing appearance. 


Auctioneer George Swinebroad gave 


them a little time to look him over, then 
rapped his hammer and asked for bids. 
Offers of $10.000—$20.000—$30.000 were 
shot so rapidly that Swinebroad probably 
didn’t even have time to locate the first 
two bidders. 


The next bid was $33,000, 


then the offeres increased by 
thousands to $38,000. 

Just before the sale had begun for the 
night, Fred Wyse, of Houston, owner of 
the good colt Air Rate, had arrived at 
the pavilion accompanied by his friend R. 
H. Abercrombie, an independent oil opera- 
tor of Houston. They had not requested 
seats for the sale, and there was some 
last-minute scanning of the seating plan 
before Humphrey Finney found places 
for them in the front row, just to the left 
of the auctioneer’s stand. As the bidding 
hung at $38,000. Mr. Abercrombie made 
his second entrance of the night: $38,500, 
he signaled, and he got the colt. 

New to the yearling auctions, he is not 
entirely new to the horse business. He 
has two other Thoroughbreds in training 
with the Wyse stable. 

A few minutes later, after an Easy Mon 
colt had been knocked down to Leslie 
Combs 2nd for $10,000, Almahurst’s Count 
Fleet—Valdina Gal yearling came on 
deck. Bidding for him opened at $5,000 
(but by this time $5,000 was scarcely a 
respectable opener). and jumped by fives 
to $20,000. Then it slowed down and 
moved to $21,000, $22.000. 

Swinebroad, never a man to settle for 
one thousand if he can get two or ten, then 
hustled the bidding to $25,000, to $30,000, 
to $35,000. Then it eased to $36,000, and 
seemed to have reached the ceiling at 
$36.500. But new life set in, and the 
bidding began to spert. Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloan, of the Brookmeade Stable, 
had the last say: “$41,000.” 

That wasn’t the last of the skyline bid- 
ding. Next animal to walk between the 
silvered ropes was Almahurst’s Challedon 
—Well Rewarded colt. On him the offers 
leaped by fives and tens to $35,000, where 
Leslie Combs 2nd got him for the Maine 
Chance Stable.

Trainer Max Hirsch was undecided as 
to which of his patrons would get the bay 
filly by Jack High out of the stakes win- 
ner Up The Hill. from the La Boyteaux 
consignment. The price was $6,000. The 
filly was a desirable individual, but was 
said to lack appeal for many horsemen 
because her dam was a stayer, or plodder, 
rather than a sprinter. 


Through the first four nights, purchases 
were made by buyers from New York, 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania, Ohio, Califor- 
nia, Florida, Virginia, Illinois, Texas, Ken- 
tucky, District of Columbia, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Turkey, and 
Canada.

The 52 yearlings sold the second night 
brought $246,900. average $4,748.

A Wite and a Policeman 
Save a Stewards’ Cup 


LonpDON 
The four-day Goodwood Meeting was 
concluded August 1. The course, which 
is the private property of the Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon, is close to the 
Cathedral city of Chichester, on the South 
Coast, and is the most beautiful course in 
England. It is situated high up in the 
Sussex downs and, from the rear, there is 
a wonderful view of the valley which leads 
down to the coast. In the distance is the 
isle of Wight, separated from the main- 
land by the Solent where, as I write, the 
preliminaries for Cowes week are in 
progress. 


The feature of the meeting is its 2-year- 
old racing. Five of the eight juvenile 
events are run over six furlongs and three 
over five. There was also a private sweep- 
stakes this year, making nine events in all. 
There were in addition some nice 3-year- 
old races (easy tests for the classic colts 
and fillies) the usual handicaps, and the 
Cup (2 miles, 3 furlongs) and Stakes (2 
miles, 5 furlongs). Fields were of fair 
size and the going was good. 


The Goodwood Cup, value £3,948 15s., 
attracted only four runners. It was not 
much of a race, because Reynard Volant, 
the English horse with the French name, 
had a slight mishap on the previous day 
and could not run. He had won the Ascot 
Stakes and the Goodwood Stakes last year 
and the Ascot Stakes again this year, and 
is our best stayer. As a result, the race 
was little more than an exercise gallop for 
Mrs. Henderson’s 6-year-old brown horse 
Monsieur l’Amiral, a son of the Grand 
Prix winner Admiral Drake and Aethel- 
flaed. This is the good horse which won 
our Cesarewitch last year and the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes at Ascot this year. 
There is no intention, as far as I know, 
on his owner’s part to retire him to stud 
yet; our French friends certainly are not 
afraid to go on racing their horses. 


Close Shave for Closeburn 


The Steward’s Cup, which is a handicap 
sprint of six furlongs, and one of the 
best gambling races of its kind, provided 
a minor sensation. There is very little 
stabling accommodation on the course and 
most of the horses are stabled in farms 
and private houses adjoining the course. 
One trainer, Noel Murless, brought his 
little string from Yorkshire and had the 
horses stabled at the village of singleton, 
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two miles away. His Stewards’ Cup candi- 
date, Closeburn, left by horse box in 
good time for the race but was delayed in 
a traffic jam. 

In the paddock Murless and Jockey 
Gordon Richards waited with anxiety, and 
finally despaired of the horse’s arrival. 
Not so with Mrs. Murless. She charged 
down the hill, in the reverse direction of 
the traffic, persuaded a policeman to seek 
out and liberate Closeburn (and another), 
and eventually got him to the course five 
minutes before the race was due to begin. 

The odd thing is that Closeburn won, 
incidentally carrying 122 pounds, a record 
winning weight for a 3-year-old in this 
event. He is a brown colt by Bellacose 
(by Sir Cosmo) out of Cuddlededee, by 
Bolingbroke. 

H. J. Joel won the New Ham Foal 
Stakes (6 furlongs) with Pride of India, 
a fine, rangy colt by the Guineas winner 
Colombo out of The Bud. The dam, a 
very good sprinter in her day, is by Dio- 
phon out of Papilla, by Papyrus. Apart 
from Papyrus, it is all sprinting blood. 
The winner, however, might just be able 
to stay a mile at three years; he is a very 
nice colt. 

The Richmond Stakes (6 furlongs) went 
to Miss Dorothy Paget’s particularly smart 
youngster Birthday Greetings, who had 
won on the occasion of his initial outing 
at Newmarket a few weeks previously. 
Birthday Greetings is a very well grown 
bay colt by the Derby winner Blue Peter 
out of Clarapple. He was bred by his 
owner, but the dam, Clarapple, is a bought 
mare. She has an all-British pedigree, al- 
though she was bred in France, whence 
she was imported to this country by Capt. 
John Farr, of Worksop Manor Stud. 
Clarapple is by Apple Sammy out of Racla, 
by Clarissimus. Second to the winner was 
William Woodward’s extremely good-look- 
ing dark brown colt Black Tarquin, by 
*Rhodes Scholar out of Vagrancy, whose 
breeding you will know. 

The Molecomb Stakes (5 furlongs), for 
fillies, was won by J. A. Dewar’s Phaeto- 
nia, a daughter of Nearco and Phaetusa. 
The dam, now Mr. Dewar’s property, was 
bred by Lady James Douglas and is by 
Hyperion out of Saddle Tor, by Hurry 
On out of Leighon Tor. Leighon Tor was 
a good racer and a still better broodmare. 
She bred eight winners of 1914 races 
worth £18,000. Saddle Tor, however, was 


not among them. Native Heath, winner of 
the Selsey Stakes (6 furlongs) is a son 
of the St. Leger winner Scottish Union 
and Solesa, by Solario. The Foxhall 
Stakes (6 furlongs) went to S. F. Ra- 
phael’s brown colt The Bite, by the sprint- 
er Denturius out of Combine, by Birth- 
right out of Columbine, by Black Jester— 
not a very prominent family, although it 
produces winners. 


Sire Race and Sale Race 


The Rous Memorial Stakes (6 furlings) 
is framed on lines which have been intro- 
duced in several juvenile events recently, 
with the object of encourageing the pro- 
duction of staying stock. It is for 2-year- 
olds got by stallions that won a weight- 
for-age race of 1144 miles or over, value 
£500. The winner was the Aga Khan’s 
chestnut colt El Hawa, and the winner’s 
qualifying sire was Hyperion. El Hawa 
was not bred by his owner but is a bought 
colt. Frank Butters paid 7,600 guineas 
for him at the September Yearling Sales 
last year; he was bred by Ernest Bellaney. 
Silver Birch is a Blandford mare out of 
Bachelora, by Bachelor’s Double. 

An extra race was added to the Thurs- 
day programme. This was the Arundel 
Castle Private Sweepstakes (6 furlongs) 
for 2-year-olds bought as yearlings at 
public auction in England for not more 
than 500 guineas; an allowance of 2 
pound was made for every 50 guineas 
paid under that price. 

The idea of the race originated at the 
Duke of Norfolk’s house party for Good- 
wood last year; subscribers to it got a lot 
of fun out of it during the Autumn sales, 
especially as it was so difficult to buy a 
decent yearling at anything approaching 
500 guineas. The race in the end was won 
by Lord Irwin, son of Lord Halifax, and 
whose wife, Lady Irwin, is a granddaugh- 
ter of Lord Derby, donor of a Challenge 
Cup for the race. Lord Irwin proved 
himself to be a good judge, for the filly 
he bought, and for which he paid exactly 
500 guineas, has now won four races and is 
unbeaten; she is by Full Bloom out of 
Noble Mary, by Noble Star. 

The Lavant Stakes (5 furlongs) was won 
by a beautiful filly called Queenpot, bred 
by Sir Percy Loraine from Big Game and 
Poker Chip, by The Recorder out of 
Straight Sequence, by Stratford. This is 
very fast blood and Queenpot should make 
her mark next season, although a mile 
may be her limit. 

Bellagio, winner of the Findon Stakes 
(5 furlongs), is a daughter of Hyperion 
and Belleva, by Stratford, and is thus an 
own sister to *Radiotherapy, which is in 
your country. The winner, the property 
of David Mackinnon, is very speedy and 
ran extremely well, considering that she 
had not been on a race course before.

With level weights for the five starters, 
the crowd had little temptation to bet 
against the unbeaten Better Self, and the 
King Ranch colt went to the post at 9 
to 10. He ran alongside Star Bout a 
length or so behind Relic, which set a 
fast pace over the sloppy track. In the 
stretch all three ran lapped for a while, 
then Better Self pulled out to win by a 
length and a half. The effort took the 
starch out of Star Bout and he finished 
three lengths behind Relic. 

It was Better Self’s first start since 
July 19. when he won the East View 
Stakes in Empire City’s short stay at Bel- 
mont Park. The victory left him clearly 
indicated as the best 2-year-old in the 
East. on public form. 


This was no great surprise to Robert 
J. Kleberg, Jr.. of the King Ranch, who 
last year, even before he became the own- 
er. declared his opinion that the Bimelech 
—Bee Mac colt was “the best-looking year- 
ling in Kentucky.” Thus he made a 
special effort, in the division of the Idle 
Hour Farm stock, to obtain the colt. 


“As part of the transaction when the 
syndicate took over the Bradley horses 
last fall,” he explained, “Jock Whitney 
and I bought Blue Border, Better Value, 
and the Bimelech—Bee Mac colt. It was 
a separate deal, though it figured in the 
main transaction. When the time came 
to divide them, I asked Jock how he 
thought they should be shared. He said 
it would suit him to toss a coin. I asked 
him which of the horses he would choose 
if he won the toss, and he said he would 
take Blue Border. Blue Border looked 
like a very good prospect, but I already

Better Self was named by Tom Arm. 
strong, Texas rancher and close friend of 
Kleberg’s, who reasoned, in roundabout 
fashion: “because the Bimelech (Abime.

Though not heavily made, he 
has plenty of substance, and carries his 
hocks wide apart—in general a bit more 
like War Admiral (his maternal grand- 
sire) than Bimelech. There are fatty 
prominences on his forehead. “I like 
that,” says Trainer Max Hirsch.

It was a very good bargain which 
Barney A. Murphy picked up in the fall 
of 1945 when he bought Concordian from 
P. A. B. Widener for $5,000. Mr. Mur- 
phy, a retired Philadelphia paint con- 
tractor, had been known to the Widener 
family for many years, and “Pete” Widen- 
er, dispersing his one-horse stable, hoped 
Concordian would do well for his new 
owner.

He was 
one of the yearlings offered at California 
Breeders Association’s sale in September, 
1946, and went for $650 the Luke and 
Sneed partnership, which disposed of him 
while he was still a maiden to Mr. and 
Mrs. E. D. Wright. Mrs. F. Ochs was 
his owner when he scored his first vic- 
tory, on July 3, 1946, and by the time of 
his next start he was under the owner- 
ship of J. J. Nolan, who has raced him 
since, (partly in claiming events), except 
for a period at Agua Caliente when he 
raced under the colors of his trainer, D.

The Longacres Derby (actually a hand- 
icap) was French Holly’s first effort in 
astakes race.

Shannon Will Be 
Sold at Auction 


MELBOURNE 
During the last year several enquiries 
asking for a price to be put on Shannon 
have come from the United States but 
there was nothing doing. If anyone in 
your country still wants him, however, 
he will have the opportunity of buying 
him at auction in Sydney next month. 
Winner of nearly £17,000 (about $55,- 
000) in stakes, Shannon is rated the best 
horse in Australia today. He is being 
offered for sale to wind up the estate of 
his owner and trainer, Peter Riddle, who 
died in Sydney a few weeks ago. 


Shannon, which holds the Australian 
record of a mile in 1:3414, made at Rand- 
wick last October under 129 pounds, is to 
be sold by auction next month. He is con- 
sidered Australia’s best horse up to 11% 
miles. (Photo by E. R. Pollock, Sydney.) 


Riddle was very fond of Shannon and 
did not race him very much. In fact, 
Shannon has not raced since winning the 
King’s Cup of 144 miles at Randwick last 
October. In this race Shannon, a _five- 
year-old, carried the top weight—it was 
a fixed maximum—of 131 pounds and ran 
the distance in the very smart time of 
2:2934. He won by nearly three lengths 
from the very good mare Flight (by 
Royal Step), with Good Idea (by Mar- 
conigram) in third place.

Shannon is to have his next start on 
August 16 and not August 30, as planned 
originally, and if he shows the grand 
form he did last spring, he will fetch a 
big price. No date has been fixed for 
the day of the sale but it is expected to 
be early in September. Reg Inglis, of 
the famous Sydney bloodstock firm of 
William Inglis and Company, has full 
charge of the sale. 

Top known price for a race horse in 
Australia was the £19,000 given for Talk- 
ing (by Magpie) by Alan Cooper, while 
Heroic (by Valais) changed hands for 
16,000 guineas. I believe something like 
£25,000 was given for *Beau Pere but 
nobody knows what was the price paid in 
the States for *Bernborough (by Embor- 
ough). 


Helleniqua’s Son 


First meeting of the new season in Mel- 
bourne was held in gusty, unpleasant 
weather at Caulfield on August 2 when 
the Australian Hurdle Race was the main 
attraction and in a bumping finish it was 
won by The Feline (by Solar Bear) from 
Boondale (by Friarsdale). The Feline 
was purchased as a yearling for only 140 
guineas by Bill Graham of Melbourne and 
at the age of two years was following the 
hounds. 

As a 3-year-old The Feline was hunted 
for the whole season and the experiences 
did him good as he has won three hurdle 
races during the winter in Melbourne and 
is still only a 5-year-old. The attendance 
was 44,000, slightly less than in 1946 but 
tote figures’ at £148,000 were £4,000 
greater. 

One of the best horses in Melbourne 
today is Hellenist, a son of imported Lo 
Zingaro and the French-bred mare Hellen- 
ique. On August 2, Hellenist, carrying 
139 pounds, won the Balaclava Stakes in 
fine style from Drama, son of the French 
horse Actor. The distance was 114 miles 
and his time of 2:33 on a winter track was 
pretty smart galloping.
